5 Revenue 
Employes 
Are Fired

LITTLE ROCK (UPI>- Five 


revenue department employes 
were fired last week for "not 
doing what they were supposed 
to" and drinking on the job, 
United 
Press 
International 


learned Monday. 


Deputy Revenue Commission- 


er N.S. Hawley said the dis- 
missed employes "knew It was 
coming." 


"Some of them wanted to be 


fired," he said. "We are pay- 
Ing them through the first of 
the month." 


Hawley said the men had an 


opportunity to "patch it up" 
about a month ago. 


One of the men that was 


fired had been fired and re- 
hired four or five times, said 
Hawley, who has been with the 
revenue department since 1940. 
He said one of the men came 
to see him Monday morning 
and was "so tight" he couldn't 
talk about it. 


He said none of the dismiss- 


als had anything to do with the 
revenue department investiga- 
tion into allegedly fradulent is- 
suance of drivers licenses. 
: 
"Two of the men who were 


dismissed didn't drink," Haw- 
ley said, "but they didn't work 
either." Hawley said he thought 
the men had the idea the dis- 
missals were politically orient- 
ed, but Hawley, a Democrat, 
said the men should have been 
fired by any 
administration. 


None of the men who were dis- 
missed had been hired since 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller, a 
Republican, took office in Jan- 
uary. 


"I think some of these men 


were wanting this so they could 
stir 
something up," Hawley 


said. 
Hawley explained 
he 


worked on the recommenda- 
tions of department heads who 
had asked that the five be dis- 
missed. 


"I am positive one of the 


men fired Friday was let go in 
1952 and then rehired," he said,

DETROIT (AP)- School doors 


swung open today for 300,000 
students in Detroit, ending a 
summer vacation that was pro- 
longed by a 13-day teachers 
strike. 


Teachers returned to their 


Jobs Monday after winning an 
across-the-board raise over two 
years of $1,700. 


In addition to the salary in- 


crease, $850 this year and $850 
the next, the teachers won a re- 
duction of the school year from 
40 weeks to 39 and limitation of 
classes to 3 9 puplls. The ratifi- 
cation on Monday of the pro- 
posed contract, hammered out 
during early morning bargain- 
Ing sessions, lowered to 13 the 
number of Michigan school dis- 
tricts where master contracts 
for teachers have not been 
reached.

In five of the unsettled school 


districts, teachers have been or- 
dered back to work by court in- 
junctions, although in one of 
them, Crestwood District in 
Dearborn Heights, most of the 
211 teachers have resigned. 


In the remaining eight dis- 


tricts, some 75,000 students are 
still out of school.

Rep. William L. Springer of

"The funds would quickly be 


taken up by a few hospitals with 
plans already formed principal- 
ly in New York," he said. "This 
Is a New York amendment and 
any congressman who has been 
sold on the idea that he may get 
a chunk of it for a hospital in his 
district is being taken in." 


Strong bipartisan support is

Reforms Are 
Planned by 
Church Group 


SEATTLE (AP) - A govern- 


ing congress of Episcopalians 
today went to work on a wide- 
ranging 
program 
of reforms 


; .with a call from their top leader 


to move toward union with nine 
other American denominations. 


Amid considerable resistance 


to the project, the Rt. Rev. 
John E. Hines, the Church's 
presiding bishop, firmly backed 
it as "heading us in the right 
direction" in the ecumenical 
ferment of the times. 


He also urged an emergency 


diversion of $3 million annually 
into the struggle to improve the 
lot of the Negro poor, and 
voiced hope that all religious 
bodies would join that program 
in a "full- scale mobilization" of 
resources. 


His appeal came before an 


estimated 10,000 Episcopalians 
in the Seattle Coliseum for a 
stirring and spectacular wor- 
ship 
service 
opening 
the 


Church's triennial general con- 
vention. 


"Praise to the Lord, the 


Almighty, the King of creation," 
the throng sang, after a brightly 
robed processional of biships, 
clergymen, cross-bearers and 
business-suited 
lay delegates 


had wound into the decorated 
arena. 


Facing action on an array of 


proposed major changes in wor- 
ship, doctrinal 
liberty, theo- 


logical education and other mat- 
ters, delegates intoned a tra- 
ditional prayer for setting the 
Church aright. 


"Where it is corrupt, purify 


it," they prayed. "Where it isin 
error, direct it; where in anyth- 
ing it is amiss, reform it. . . 
Where it is divided, reunite it." 


Bishop Hines, in urging the 


Church to "Take it's place hum- 
bly and boldly" at the side of 
the Negro poor, said the racial 
crisis "can be as fatal to the 
well-being of this nation as any.' 
thing short of a nuclear holo- 
caust" if not dealt with quickly, 
wisely and compassionately.

growers should not get excited if 
they see blooms and pods on the 
ground after adverse weather 
conditions. Blooms and pods are 
often shed by the soybean under 
shock conditions when tempera- 
ture 
extremes, 
prolonged 


drouths, excessive rains, shade 
effect or a hail storm takes a 
heavy toll of the blooms and pods, 
says County Extension Agent Cal. 
vln J, Caldwell. 


He adds, "The soybean plant is 


capable of producing about three 
or four times as many blooms as 
normally set. Pod loss doesn't 
mean necessarily that the grower 
will produce or get less money for 
his total production. In fact, the 
soybean plant with favorable en- 
vironmental conditions may well 
compensate for pod loss by in. 
creasing seed size in the pods that 
remain." 


Mr, Caldwell says, "Generally 


speaking, a loss of about 10 per 
cent of pods can increase seed 
size. However, removing 80 per 
cent of pods may only cut the 
yields in half because of this in- 
crease In the seed size. Loss of 
pods causes larger and heavier 
seed because the normal leaf area 
supplies food to a smaller than 
normal number of seed which thus 
get plenty."

Customs that endure for 2,500 


years are rare enough to command 
respect. The auction is that old a" 
custom. Known in the days of an- 
cient Babylon, it is still working its 
magic spell on buyers of everything 
from silver snuff boxes to great 
works of art. 


The essence of an auction (from 


the Roman word for "increase") is 
open competitive bidding. And it is 
to preserve this essence that the 
law has established certain basic 
rules of the game. 


One key rule is that bids must 


be legitimate, not just "puffing" to 
artificially jack up the price. Thus, 
a buyer at an auction was allowed 
to back out of his purchase when 
he discovered that a rival bidder 
had been hired secretly by the seller 
to make fake bids. 


Are calcium deposits in the 
lungs an indication of begin- 
ning cancer? 
What is the 


treatment for lung cancer? 


A—There is no connection 


between fungus diseases and 
cancer in any part of the 
body. Opaque areas in an X- 
ray film of the lungs may be 
caused by tuberculosis, fungus 
infections or cancer. Other 
tests, such as microscopic ex- 
amination 
of the 
sputum, 


must be done to confirm the 
diagnosis. In the early stages 
of lung cancer surgical re- 
moval of the diseased portion 
is the best treatment. Mech- 
lorethamine (a derivative of 
nitrogen mustard) and col- 
loidal gold have benefited 
some victims of this disease. 
Deep X-ray treatment is also 
used.

Reluctant to compete with 
such a good cause, other bidders 
Kept silent—and the man got away 
with a bargain. 


But his bargain was cancelled in 


a courtroom when the truth came 
out. Again, the evil lay in tam- 
pering with the basic competitive 
process. 


Like any other contract, the sale 


ui an auction is not complete until 
there is both an offer and an ac- 
ceptance. The offer is the bid itself, 
which may be conveyed by any- 
thing from a wink of the eye to a 
aiiap of the fingers — just so the 
auctioneer gets the message. 


The acceptance is usually con- 


veyed by the banging of the ham- 
mer on the block. Until that mo- 
ment, a bidder is ordinarily free to 
withdraw his offer. 


But once the hammer falls, the 


deal is closed. The bidder, whether 
to his delight or to his chagrin, has 
made a binding contract of pur- 
chase. That f u r - l i n e d b a t h t u b is 
now his. 


And so is the bill.

In order to explain how a Slurry machine operates, 


it is necessary to have a definition of Slurry Seal. 
The following is given: "A proportioned mixture of 
a graded aggregate, asphalt emulsion, water and port- 
land cement mixed and placed on a continuous basis." 
This definition is taken from a booklet entitled, "Bi- 
tuminous Slurry Surfaces Handbook" compiled b" 
Robert J. Province. 


Tne slurry when laid on a street surface is vary 


plastic. It will flow into cracks and crevices. The 
water evaporates and leaves a mat of mixed asphalt, 
crushed aggregate and Portland cement. The evapora- 
tion takes from 4 to 6 hours and during this period it 
is important that vehicles, (automobiles, trucks, scoot- 
ers, bicycles, etc.) remain off. 


It will be necessary to barricade a street to be

"Are you a tourist?" the Le- 
banese customs man asked with 
an obvious accent of disbelief.

ing official said he hoped at 
least the visitor was "for the 
Arabs." 


Beirut Airport, normally one 


of the busiest in the Middle 
East, looked like a new kind of 
tomb. 


The downtown hotel, usually 


fully booked through the sum- 
mer, had 25 guests. The restaur- 
ant was an expanse of un- 
touched white tablecloths and 
shining glassware. 


Everything seemed to be in 


place in Beirut, a handsome and 
sophisticated city which attract- 
ed 600,000 tourists last year. 


Huge colored signs still urged 


the missing visitors to see the 
Holy Land in comfort, visit 
Egypt, explore 
Baal beck and 


try the exotic dishes of three 
continents. But the people with 
the cameras were not there. 


Lebanon, which hardly fired a 


shot in the Arab-Israeli war, 
lost its tourists, at least for this 
season. And the future does not 
look too bright unless peace 
comes to the Middle East, The 
way to the Holy Land now leads 
through Israel, 


The contrast

Aviv and Beirut is glaring, Tel 
Aviv hotels have been bursting 
all season, restaurants jammed 
and tourist agencies hopping, 
Jerusalem, without barbed wire 
and bunkers, Is only an hour 
away.

11 troops to the front, made a 
quick transformation after the

sion that Israel exists, and no 
Arab nation can take such a 
step unilaterally without risking 
the condemnation of the Arab 
world and even bloodshed. 


B efore the war Lebanon at- 


tracted many tourists who, after 
a stay in Beirut, flew on to Jor- 
dan to proceed with their pil- 
grimage through the Holy Land. 
The journey also could be made 
by road through Syria. 


To reach Jerusalem now, it is 


necessary to go to some point 
outside the Arab world to make 
the night to Tel Aviv. 


Lebanon has other attractions 


such as B aalbeck with its an* 
cient ruins and the mountains of

wealthy sheiks

paper. 


It was a service performed en« 


Urely for the benefit of our sub- 
scribers, and there are no extra 
copies for sale. We do have 
a limited quantity of the 24 edi- 
tions in which the 2-page inserts 
appeared, but these aren't ar- 
ranged by entire "Centennials" 
—you would have to pay $2.40 
for the 24 papers, pull out the 
inserts and staple in a single 
edition yourself . . .hardly an 
inviting job. 


Shreveport Journal published 


some mention of our Centennial 
reprint venture and so I have two 
inquiries from Shreveport and 
two frpm El Dorado asking for 
the complete edition—of which 
there is none. But these people 
do have the option of buying the 
24 daily editions and making up 
their own "Centennial"—which 
our subscribers received piece- 
meal "for free." 


Our judgment in making this 


31 - year - old reprint was con- 
firmed by the public's response. 
Local history is as interesting to- 
day as when I compiled it in 1936. 


Of course the re was a nostalgic 


feeling on my part. Those 1936 
photographs were the first lever 
made professionally . . . and I 
still have all the negatives. 


It was a lucky day when I

With Fury

BROWNSVILLE, Tex. (AP) 


- 
Hurricane Beulah, already a 


killer, swung toward Browns- 
ville at the mouth of the Rio 
Grande and the lower Texas 
coast today with ominous fury. 


Unless the massive storm 


again changed course, Beulah 
threatened a devastating strike 
through the citrus groves of 
Texas' lower Rio Grande Val- 
ley, laden with a multimillion- 
dollar crop, and up the coast 
past Corpus Christi, a busy port, 
tourist center and site of a big 
naval air station, 


At 6 a.m. EOT the Weather 


Bureau Issued emergency hurri- 
cane warnings for 
the 
Gulf 


coast from Brownsville to Port 
Aransas, a short distance be- 
yond Corpus Christi, and gale 
warnings for the sector from 
Port 
Aransas to Galveston, 


more than 300 miles northeast 
of Brownsville. 


Late 
Monday 
night 
the 


11-day-old hurricane, responsi- 
ble for at least 22 deaths in a vi- 
cious sweep through the eastern 
Caribbean and across Mexico's 
Yucatan Peninsula, slowed its 
advance toward the west north- 
west and turned erratic. 


Once more describing Beulah 


as a severe and dangerous hur- 
ricane, 
the Weather Bureau

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Executive Branch Committee of 
the state Constitutional Revision 
Study Commission has recom- 
mended that persons be appoint- 
ed to serve as state auditor, 
treasurer and land commission- 
er. 


Those three constitutional of- 


fices are currently filled by 
elected state officials. The com- 
mittee recommended that only 
the governor, lieutenant gover- 
nor, attorney general and pos- 
sibly the secretary of state be 
elected, 


The committee split evenly on 


whether the secretary of state 
should be appointed by the gov« 
ernor or elected. 


The committee also recom- 


mended that the number of 
state boards and commissions 
be limited to 20 by the state 
constitution. There are current- 
ly 187 such boards and commis» 
sions.
